In recent weeks the American peo- 
ple have been encouraged by vari- 
ous promises from Washington that 
steps will be taken to restore con- 
fidence in our national economy and 
our future. 


Among these promises are in- 
cluded, for example, a cessation of 
attacks on the forces which promote 
‘production and employment, and a 
return to those principles of econ- 
omy which would lighten the bur- 
dens of debt and taxation that now 
bear so heavily on the shoulders of 
all workers and earners. 

To the American people the resto- 
ration of our traditional spirit of 
confidence seems a prime necessity. 
They realize, even if the politicians 
ado not, that confidence is, in itself, 
a national asset, no less important 
than natural resources. 

Confidence in the stability and the 

future of our productive activities is 
as essential to the national progress 
and well-being as are forests, mines 
and fields. Without confidence, Amer- 
ica could never have developed from 
a small group of seaboard states to 
the greatest and the most produc- 
tive land on earth. 
,. Without it, America could never 
have established the high standards 
of living and the inspiring record of 
freedom and well-being for her peo- 
i ple that now distinguish her among 
nations. 

That which destroys confidence, 
therefore, destroys one of America’s 
greatest assets. That which restores 
it, restores prosperity and happiness. 

America today has the resources, 
the skill and the energy to resume 
the traditional progress which re- 
cent handicaps have halted. It needs 
only confidence to go ahead. And 
this confidence must be based on 
more than the familiar and repeated 
promises. It demands action by Con- 
gress and the Administration to 
‘make those promises good. 

If Washington keeps its pledge, if 
production is freed of its shackles, 
if the voices of hate and fear are 
stilled, then America can look for-

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Russ Taxes Hit 
Living Standard 


N. U. Professor’s Study 
Reveals How Common 


Man Is Affected. 


burden of taxation reacts to the dis- 
advantage of the common man 
through a lowered standard of living 
was shown by Dr. Paul Haensel, 
professor of economics at North- 
western university, with the publi- 
cation of his recent study, “The 
Public Finance of the Union of So- 
viet Socialist Republics.” 

“The tax reform of September 2, 
1930, abolished over 50 different 
kinds of taxes and replaced them 
all by a general sales tax,’’ Doctor 
Haensel said. ‘‘This general sales 
tax is at present the chief tax in 
the Soviet Union. In the budget for 
1937 its yield is put at the stupen- 
dous amount of 76,795,400,000 rubles 
($15,360,000,000) or about 83 per cent 
of all ordinary revenues of the treas- 
ury.” 

Since all trade and industry be- 
long to the state, no evasion is pos- 
sible and the entire tax is shifted to 
the consumer, Doctor Haensel said. 
All undertakings are compelled by 
law to include the sales tax in the 
price of goods sold. 

Average Wage $555 a Year. 

“The average wages and salaries 
of all workmen and salaried people 
amount to 2,776 rubles a year, or 
$555 a year, which means $46 a 
month,’’ the economist explained. 
“The salaries paid to the Soviet of- 
ficials of lower rank are particularly 
low. The new greatly increased sal- 
aries for postmen range from 210 
to 270 rubles ($42 to $54) a month 
in Moscow and Leningrad.” 

Other typical salaries are as fol- 
lows: Secretary of a people’s court, 
$40 a month with a $10 raise after 
five years’ service; full professor in 
a university. $260 a month; mini- 
mum wage as fixed for workmen in 
state industry and transportation, 
623 a month. 

To obtain a true picture of the 
standard of living prevailing under 
a wage scale, it is necessary to 
compare wages with commodity 
prices. Doctor Haensel included in 
his study a table of prices in Mos- 
cow last year, including such items 
as the following: Sugar, 34 cents a 
pound; eggs, $1.32 a dozen; 25 cig- 
arettes, 54 cents; men’s shoes, $35 
a pair; tea, $10.21 a pound; and but- 
ter, $1.81 a pound. 

Of inferior Quality. 

“Manv goods listed in the table 
are of inferior quality and not al- 
ways available in Soviet stores,’’ he 
added. ‘Complaints about poor 
quality and abominable service are 
frequently voiced in the Soviet 
press. During the summer of 1938, 
Moscow suffered a serios shortage 
of vegetables, mineral waters, ice, 
and many food products; at times 
even of bread, potatoes, cabbage, 
meat, poultry, cheap cigarettes.” 

Basing his remarks on quotations 
from the Russian newspapers, Doc- 
tor Haensel said that such articles 
as pins, glass jars, nails, writing 
paper, and elastic could not be ob- 
tained regularly in Moscow shops. In 
the Soviet’s chief lumber center, 
Archangel, there was a shortage of 
stools and wooden tubs; in the city 
of Tula, former headquarters for the 
manufacture of samovars, produc- 
tion was discontinued. 

“With all its planning, progressive 
piece work, low salaries, terrific tax- 
ation, drastic regulation, exorbitant 
prices, abominable housing, cruel 
prohibition of emigration, and 
wholesale shooting of all‘enemies,’ ”’ 
Doctor Haensel said, ‘‘the U.S. 5. R. 
is unable to supply decently the sim- 
plest commodities for the average 
citizen, after 20 years of experimen- 
tation.”’
